The Director of Logistics is in contact 
with the Director of Security and through him with the 
Director of Personnel about this specific requirement. As 
we do not anticipate that a need for claims will occur, we 
are not in a pe to cite a funding appropriation spccif- 
ically available for that purpose. 


Your letter to me establishes formal notice that the 
responsibility for either proper escort capability or liability 
for reasonable claim which might result rests with this 
Agency. This position ig reasonable so long as GSA can, for 
its part, assure that Claim by @ contractor will be. 
substantiated by srpropriate records and that the Agency 
will be ismediately appr of any such intention to file 
claims on @ day-by-day Basis when or if the problem should 
in fact ececur. This position is specifically intended to 
avoid being surprised By s claim long after the fact when no 
opportunity would exist te rectify or even verify the existence 
of a problen. 


With the above understanding we look forward to working 
with you on this most impertant project.
